Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments were not persuasive. For two 
lines to have an angle between them, the two lines MUSTintersect. Any defintion of an angle would be similar to - the figure formed by 
two lines extending from the same point, when two axes are offset, the lines do not extend from the same point, AS to the argument that 
the axes appear to intersect when viewed from a particular angle, such is not persuasive, because the claims/prior art are interpretted in 
view of what they actually are, not as they appear to be from a single persective. The argument regarding the respective planes are not 
understood as to how such means the claims were misinterpretted. Perhaps the claims were intended to be interpretted as requiring the 
respective planes to be different planes (i.e. parallel). However, there is no such requirement. And if the claims were required to be non- 
identical, then such would make the claim even further indefinite. 
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
